erty confiscated by the czar, 

Among the lenders of the 1830-31 
tévelutlon was Gen, Count Tyskie- 
wiez. Hja broad estates were taken 
over by the Russian crown. Now the 
Warsaw court bas decided that all 
that property, valued at about $13,- 
000,000, must be returned to the pres- 
ent Count Tyskiewlez, n direct heir, 
This decislon ls expected to be fol- 
lowed by many others of the same 
sort involving a great deal of prop- 
erty.

The printing In any publication of 
an filustration of s United States 
postage stamp Is prohiblted by law, 
says the Washington Post, In the 
press, however, as well os in stamp 
catalogues, ore found illustrations 
showing a smalt portion of a stomp, 
a part of a bottom or top scroll, or 
portion of some lettering or even fig- 
ures, These, of course, do not re- 
produce any real part of the stamp. 

Many collectors have in thelr pos- 
session, however, stamp catalogues 
of foreiga publications that illustrate 
the Unified States stamps. These are 
purchased outside the country, 

While a reproducti¢n of a United 
States stamp cannot appear in any 
paper or catalogue, It is lawful to 
reproduce forelgn stamps, providins 
that each stamp so produced In the 
itustration has a small white line 
running across the stamp. This an- 

iswergia query as to,why all forelgn 
stamps that are shown in the press 
ate "spoiled" by the white line. 

The albums and stamp catalogues 
that are printed In Europe show the 
United States stamp ino full illustra- 
tlon lo scores of instances,

It has been sup- 
posed that the Jews were hot al- 
lowed to Issue thelr own coinage 
until a Syrian king granted that lib- 
erty about 139 N. C

to return to Jerusalem, the Persian 
king granted autenomy,

match 2 small silver coin which for 
the last 150 years has been Jo the 
British museum, Jt bears an inscrip- 
tlon of three Aromie letters, which 
it Is sold always have been wrongly 
Interpreted by scholars and therefore 
the sienifierance of the coin was net 
completely understood. He reads the 
letters as “Yehud, which was at one 
time the official name of the province 
of Judea. The coins bear the en- 
graving of an owl, under which ap- 
pear the three letters In the old 
Phoenlcian Hebrew script.

Zaro Agha, who died In the Chil- 
dren's hospltal at Istanbul, Turkey, a 
short time ago, may indeed have been 
the world's oldest man, though wide 
eprend doubt will resist the clalm of 
the ancient Turk that he was one 
hundred and sisiy years of age, Ile 
could have been many years younger 
than the age he claimed end still 
compete with authenticated cases of 
extreme age that have been checked 
by men interested In longeylty. In 
fact, he could have cast off almost 4 
half century from his clalm and still 
lave been in sharp competition with 
the most extreme case of longevity 
ever fully authentleated by scientlie 
investlgatien, not nulte 111 years, 

There can be no doubt but that 
Agha was a very old man and ihat 
he earried his years lightly, ut the 
evidence of his greatest dependence 
jn support ef bls elaim, a birth çer- 
tificnte in whieh the “dogum tarihi,” 
or date of birth, is set at 1191 on 
the Moslem calendar, ot February 16, 
1774, few months more than twa 
years before the American states 
declared their Independence, may he 
questioned. Net sọ much jts suthen- 
icity as te the record of a birth on 
the day mentioned, as that the 4aro 
Agha who has just dled was ibe per- 
son whose birth was recorded. 

As to Zaro's remembrance of hav- 
ing fought In the Dulgarian war 
when he was one hundred and three 
and at that age of carrying beaty ar- 
tillery on his shoulders to heights 
that horses could not carry its of his 
employment in a gun factory untll he 
was one hundred and four or one 
hundred ond five and his sceking 
other and easier work which he per- 
formed until he was one hundred and 
thirty-five, we must credit Inaccura- 
cies that must creep Into memory. 

For there is no‘ warrant In man's 
knowledge of the persistence of life 
to give support to his claims. In

It is 
sold that in this country several hun- 
dred death certificates annually show 
ages of more than one hundred years 
and acctasianally the certified ages 
TEL as high as one hundred and 
twenty years. When reports are 
looked Into, soch thlags as Inaccurate 
memories ar mistaken identity often 
account for many of the mistakes 
that creep into the death statistics. 
We are inclined to mislend ourselves 
In the matter of ages. —St. Louls
